OBSERVANCE OF 
EASTER. 


Discrepancy In Computing the Date 


Not Corrected Until 1752. 


The observance of Enster dates Imck 


to about tho year 08. at which time 
there wns much contention among the 
eastern and western churcl'ies as to 
•what dny the festival should be ob- 
served. It was finally ordained, ut the 
council of Nice In the year 3Ui3 that it 
must be "observed throughout the Chris- 
tian world on the same day. This de- 
cision settled that Easter should be 
kept upon the Sunday first after the 
fourteenth day of the first Jewish 
month, but no general conclusion wns 
arrived at ns to the cycle by which 
the festival wns to be regulated, and 
eome churches adopted one rule anW 
some another. This diversity of usage 
was put an end to, and the Roman 
rule making Easter the first Sunday 
after the fourteenth day of the calen- 
dar moon was established In England 
In 600. 
After nine centuries n dis- 


crepancy in the keeping of Easter wa» 
canned by the authorities of the Eng- 
lish church dccllinng to adopt the ref- 
ormation of the Gregorian calendar in 
1582. 
The difference was settled in 


1752 by the adoption of the rule which 
makes Easter 'day always .the flrst 
Sunday after the full moon which ap- 
pears on or next after the twenty-first 
day of March. If the full moon hap- 
pens upon a Sunday, Easter Is the 
Sunday after.

The voice has a tendency to 
deepen w i t h age The tenor of t w e n t y 
becomes the baritone of t w e n t y eight 
and the bass of t h l r l y six. The Inferior 
races have higher pitched voices t h a n 
the more cultured. The negro has a

voice than 
the 
white man. 


Among white races the fair complex- 
loned man lias a higher voice than his 
darker skinned brother. The former Is 
usually a baritone or a tenor, the l a t - 
ter a contralto or bass. It Is asserted 
that tenors are 
usually of slender 


build, whereas basses are stout, but 
there are too many exceptions to such 
a rule for It to be reliable. The same 
remark applies to the statement tlvtit 
t h o u g h t f u l men have deep toned voices, 
and vice versa. The tones of a voice 
are perceptibly higher before t h a n a f t - 
er a meal, for which reason tenors are 
generally careful not to sing too soon 
after dinner.

Says Government inter- 


ference Has Brought 


Chaos,

«K»> he thought thai; another twelve 
months would Hud him rrmd.v to quit 
the game, but yesterday he told a 
Times reporter that there are still too 
many moves to be made. 
He doesn't 


propose to stop even to consider re- 
tiring until the complications on the 
iadustrial 
chessboard 
have 
been 


solved sufficiently to enable him to 
Bee clearly a little distance ahead. 
Until then Mr. Harriman thinks he 
ovyes it to 400,00 stockholders and 
1J)0,000 employees in his system to 
stay "on the( job. " 


This definition of his position Mr. 


Harrirnan made in the course of his 
afternoon consitutional along Fifth 
avenue yesterday. 
The reporter met 


him coming out of the house and 
asked how things looked from Mr. 
Harrlmau's viewpoint of GO years. 
It was the railroad man who spoke ot 
the chessboard: 


"I wouldn't undertake to say," 


said Mr. Harriman. 
"No sensible 


man would undertake now to pre- 
dict what is going £o happen or to 
make a comprehensive statement of 
present conditions. 
There are too 


many moves yet to be made before 
any degree of stability is reached to 
make such a survey possible." 


"Who ia going to mako them?" 
"You know as well as I do," return- 
ed 
Mr. Harriman tsharply. 
"The 


people of this cor.ntry have got to be 
brought to a proper appreciation of 
the interrelation between the various 
factors in industry. 
Then they must 


see to it that the administration o" 
law is conducted 
in their interest 


and not as a matter of personal ca- 
price. " 


-»_.• "And you are going to stay in tho 


game until this comes nbout," Mr. 
Harriman?" the reporter asked. 


"I don't want to say how long I 


shall stay in harness.. 
A year ago 


when the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission was at work, I said something 
about retiring in another year. Well, 
it isn't a case of changing my mind, 
but o? not having had time to think 
about retirement. 
I looked then for 


some falling off in business, but for 
nothing like what has occurred. I 
didn't expect to see 50 per cent of 
the decrease that has been 
realized. 


Under such conditions there is noth- 
ing to do but to stick until matters 
get into comoetent hands, at least, 
and 
until confidence has been re- 


stored. 


"Just now we are hearing about the
